This year the inter-school 
competition in soccer was organized 
into 2 divisions. The "A" division 
was the big school division while 
the "B" division was comprised of 
the small schools, dependent upon 
the number of students in a school. 

During the regular schedule, 
the H.A.Gray team won 4 games and 
lost I, ending up in first place. 
Because H.A.Gray came first in the 
league, they received a bye into the 
finals against Spruce Avenuee 

With a super effort, the 
H.A-Gray boys won the sudden death 
final game 3 - I in overtime. All 
in all it was a great season for 
the soccer team and their hard work 
was rewarded by winning the small 
schools trophy.

The He Allen Gray school began in the fall of I9I, with IO classes, including a 
kindergarten or possibly IO plus a kindergarten, I think. Actually, there were three 
classes in the present building from Easter until dune with Mr. Bower as principal or 
at least he was in the building and was officially principal of the 97%" street school. 
I think it was called Westwood. 


The opening in a formal manner must have been made in September or October I9I,, 
If you look through the files of the Journal for the fall of I9I4 you will probably 
find an account of it. 


I went in as principal, and the only man teacher in the school, at the age of 23. 
My salary was munificent, $1800 a year even though I had a degree. The war was on so 
the School Board cut our salaries I0% to save money and I was down to $1620 a year 
after October I, Another cut of a further 5% brought me down to $1530 after January I, 
I9I5. Teachers salaries were $900 to $1200 with an extra $200 for a degree and a lady 
vice-principal got $200 additional. 


The second year, I9I5-I6, we had a man not as vice-principal but as a classroom 
teacher, - — Mr. W. H. Todd who was vice-principal for a year with me at Alex Taylor 
for the year I9I6-I7 and later became principal of Queen's Avenue school. The male 
vice-principal was actually designated as male assistant in those dayso 


HeAe Gray was in a small sectional league with Norwood and Parkdale in basketball 
(girls), football (soccer) and baseball. We lost every game we played the first year 
but the second year we won our section in soccer and baseball. In I9I5-16, our cadets 
tied for second place among the school cadet teams in the city (about I2 in number) 
even though we had 3 different captains during the year. 


When I first went to the school, I wondered where all the pupils would come from. 
The block of land due east of the school had two houses. In one of the houses, there 
was a man and wife with no children and in the other (really only a shack) a bachelor. 
There was one little settlement of 5 or 6 houses about 3 blocks to the north west on 
a little rise in the ground. There were hardly any houses to the north or west but there 
a few close ones to the south and east for some blocks» The east boundary of the school 
district was 9I street and the south boundary was II6“" avenue. Most of the children 
came from an area 3 or 4, blocks from the corner of 118“ ave. and 95% street. Sidewalks 
were very few and were board only except some south of 118th avenue. Most of the streets 
were Simply ungraded trails but 97 street was graded and gravelled. One could cut across 
oh almost a straight line from the corner of 95A street, Trsth avenue, and the path led 
through bushes at one or two spots. 


There was water and sewer in the building but we were not allowed to use the sewer 
in the building on account of an injunction granted by someone along the river somewhere 
around 82nd avenue. Outside facilities were in use for a few months. 


Bishop Gray was a very fine man —- — somewhat of the old school. He told our boys 
that he was starting a new group, in Edmonton, for boys. When a boy asked, "What will 
we do?" he replied, "You'll do whatever I tell you to. If I tell you to march down 
Jasper Avenue with a tin can on your head, you'll do it."
